(Albino Lupo was born in 1584 and came to VirgiBia in 1610. His a 
wite Elezaceth wes born 1597 and came to Virginia in 1616. In 1024-3 
they had one child, Temperance, who was oron in Virginie in 1620, and — 
at thet time (1625) Philip Lupo, born 1b82, who came to Virginia in 
le2l was living with them. On Sept. 1, 1624, "Lieutenant Albino Lupo 
ot Kicoughton, gentleman! was granted $50 acres in Kicoughton, ad join- 
ing the land ot his wire. Albino Lupo was provably Protestant 
Italien. He could not heve held an@ otrice unless he was e Protestant. 
On Sept. 20, 1624, Elizabeth, wife ot Albino Lupo was granted 50 acres 
at Kicoughton "due her oy order of Court out of England." On March 
28, 1619-20. the Virginia Company granted oneshere to "Mr, Albino Lupo" 
and one and a halt shares more for three men he hed sent to Virginia. 
The family was long afterwards resident in Isle Of Wight Jounty. In F 
1679 Joyce Jripps muie a bequest to Serah Lupo; in 169% a sshool teacher 
recorded « cherge for teaching James Lugo's son, end in 1777 Philip 
Lupo was appointed as ensign in the Isle of wight Militia, The county 
records also show thet Philip Lupo of Isle or Wight, who died ia 1070, 
was son of Philip Lupo, goldsmith, or London, Possibly, the latter 
was the Philip Lupo who was in Virginia with Albino Lupo.)

betwixt my loving wite Marie Lupo, Phillip Lupo, my eldest son and 
James Lupo, my youngest son, whom I do hereby nominate to be my joint 
Exécutors and equailie and prop-rtiountely my seia Executors end ---- 
my s@&4 emecutors, or either of them pay and --- unto Mary Ryen(?), my 
daughter after it - found I am dead or not returning to Gounty or 
sent by me out of England,
